FBI Alerts Police on Attempts 
To Smuggle A-Bombs Into U.S. 


WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP) 


day made public a circular sent 
to all United States law enforce- 
ment officials by FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover, requesting an 
alert against the possible smug- 
gling of small atomic..weapons 
into this country by enemy 
agents. 

The department said the let- 
ter was distributed in January. 
It followed a Dec. 15 statement 
by President Eisenhower in 
which he asked police officers 
at every level to report promptly 
to the FBI all information re- 
lating to violaticns of the 
Atomic Energy Act. 


To assist local police In recog- 

nizing atomic weapons which 
might be carried by an indi- 
vidual, Hoover gave a descrip- 
tion of what such devices could 
look like. He conceded that it 
would be impossible to describe 
exactly what form a foreign 
atomic bomb might take. 
* He emphasized that individual 
law enforcement officers should 
not attempt to dismantle such 
devices. He noted that the Na- 
tional Security Council has set 
up explosive ordnance disposal 
units operating under the Army 
to disarm any illicit atomic 
weapon coming to the attention 
of police.

sible designs of smuggled atomic 
weapons. For this purpose, he 
explained: 

‘“Atomic explosions result 
when (1) certain amounts of fis- 
ionable material in two pieces 
or more are brought quickly to- 
gether to form one piece of such 
material and when (2) a certain 
amount of fissionable material 
is quickly made more dense by 
Squeezing it together. 

“In the first case, we would 
look for some kind of a gun bar- 
rel device using high explosive 
to blow one piece of fissionable 
material from the breech end of 
the gun down through the barrel 
into another piece of fissionable 
material firmly anchored in the 
muzzle end of the gun. 

“I the second case, we would 
look for a device using high ex- 
plosives to squeeze fissionable 
material.” 

The letter called attention to 
the fact that the fissionable ma- 
terial is either uranium or plu- 
tonium, which weigh half again 
as much as lead. He said 50 
pounds of such materials, in 
spherical shape, would be about 
the size of a softball. He added: 

“Since both of these materials 
can be coated with other metals 
or plastics and can be machined 
into all sorts of shapes, we 
should be especially .alert re- 
garding any article that is ex-

Authority Expires April 1. 

The authority under which St. 
Leuis levies its present tax on 
efrnings @xpires April 1. Hopes 
for ehactment of a new enabling 
act before expiration of the pres- 
ent law were dimmed today 
when the Senate recessed until 
March 31. 

If the House committee re- 
ports the earnings tax bill on 
March 31, the House can take 
it up for action on the floor 
April 1. As pasged by the Sen- 
ate, the measure carries an 
emergency clause which would 
make iH effective immediately 
after the Governor signed it. If 
passed by the House without 
any changes, it would require 
no further legislative action and 
would go straight to the Gov- 
ernor. 

Presumably there would be 
only a few days’ delay before it 
became operative. 

If the House amends the bill, 
the measure would go back to 
the Senate for approval of the 
House changes. Rejection of 
House amendments by the Sen- 
ate would throw the tax bill 
into a Senate-House conference 
committee which would be ap- 
peinted to iron out the differ- 
ences. In that event, it is doubt- 
ful that the bill could be passed 
until the week of April 12. 

The Legislature does not plan 
to meet at all during the week 
of April 5 because school and 
municipal elections are sched- 
uled then in many parts of the 


state. 
Stiff Fight ; 

Another stiff legislative fight 
over the St. Louis earnings tax 
bill was brewing as considera- 
tion of the measure shifted to 
the House. However, it - was 
learned that the steadily rising. 
tide of House sentiment for 
passage has forced diehard op- 
ponents to abandon plans for an 
all-out attempt to kill the bill 
in the lower chamber. 

Instead, St. Louis county 
legislators and other opponents 
are hoping to further restrict 
the tax proposal through a sub- 
stitute bill or damaging amend- 
ments. Their proposals 
delay the tax renewal until it 
was approved by a referendum, 
exempt non-residents who work 
in the city, and earmark of 
the earnings revenues for re- 
tirement of public improvement 
bonds. ~

SENDING U.S. ADVISERS 
TO INDOCHINA TO TRAIN 
NATIVES IS DISCUSSED 


WASHINGTON, 
MARCH 23 (UP). 

EFENSESECRETARY 

CHARLES E. WILSON 

said today that American 
and French officials are dis- 
cussing the possible dispatch 
of United States “technical 
advisers” to Indochina to help 
train native troops fighting

Wilson said at a news 
ference American  milit 
men believe training of na- 
tives should be done “more 
aggressively” and should be 
“organized on a big basis.” 
He said that both the United 
States and France are “anx- 
ious to get it (the Indochina 
war) over with.” 

Wilson conceded, after per- 
sistent questioning, the possi- 
bility of sending “technical 
advisers” was being discussed 
with Gen. Paul Ely, chief of 
the French armed. forces, 
during Ely’s current visit 
here. 

Asked whether the prospec- 
tive mission would be similar 
to the one Gen. ames A Van 
Fleet headed in Greece, Wil- 
son said that what he had in 
Emind was, “somewhat simi- 
lar.”

WASHINGTON, March 23 
(AP)— Senator Chavez (Dem.), 
New Mexico, appeared today to 
have clinched the Senate seat 
from which Republicans have 
been trying to oust him. 

With a vote scheduled later 
in the day on a move to de- 
clare the seat vacant as a 're- 
sult of alleged irregularities in 
the 1952 election in New Mex- 
ico, Democratic lieutenants re- 
ported all of their 48 members 
on hand. 

Republicans had three ab- 
sentees, including Senator 
Knowland (Rep.), California, 
who flew to California last 
night to be present when an

Party Line Vote Likely. 

With the vote expected to 
follow party lines fairly close- 
ly, both sides said privately 
that Chavez would retain his 
seat. 

Democratic strategists said 
all their 48 members were 
standing behind Chavez. They 
also counted on the vote of 
Senator Morse of Oregon, the 
Senate’s lone independent. 

This 49 total would be suf- 
ficient to keep Chavez in of- 
fice even if all 96 Senators 
were present to vote. 

As an indication that Repub- 
licans were not solidly against 
Chavez, a “pair” was arranged 
for the absent Knowland with 
Senator Langer (Rep.), North 
Dakota, who otherwise was pre- 
pared to vote on Chavez's side.

BUILDING HOUSIN 
SCHUMACKER' 


Can That Had Con- 
tained Inflammable 
Liquid Found Above 
Restaurant — Struc- 
ture Due to Be Razed. 


A fire early today which 
caused $7000 damage to the his- 


toric building at 418 Market 
street housing Schumacker’s 
Restaurant, was of incendiary 
origin, Fire Marshal Walter 
Bergmann reported. 

Four alarms were turned in 
for the fire, the second in the 
106-year-old building in four 
months. 

An investigation by the police 
arson squad was ordered after 
firemen reported finding a can 
that had contained an inflam- 
mable liquid on the second floor 
of the four-story’ structure, 
where the blaze started. Some of 
the liquid was found in debris, 
Bergmann said. 

Fire Marshal Bergmann re- 
called that about six weeks ago 
he received a report that an 
attempt might be made to burn 
the building. He turned the 
contents of the can over to po- 
lice for analysis. 

The blaze, accompanied by 
dense smoke, was discovered 
shortly after 1 a.m. Twenty-five 
pieces of apparatus responded 
to the four alarms, and firemen 
remained on the scene more 
than’an hour. Fire Chief Wal- 
ter H. Kammann estimated dam- 
age at $4000 to the building and 
$3000 to the restaurant. The 
three upper floors are vacant. 

The fire burned through the 
first-floor ceiling, and a section 
of ceiling fell on the bar. Fire- 
man John A. Sheridan, Engine 
Co. 40, was cut on the hand by 
glass, The restaurant was closed

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y, 
March 23 (UP)—Soviet Delegate 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky began a 
drive today to break down the 
American-built barriers to trade 
with the Communist countries. 

Vishinsky requested the Unit- 
ed Nations Economic and Social 
Council to put the problem of 
East-West trade at the top of its 
agenda for its seventeenth ses- 
sion which opens next Tuesday. 

The request, submitted to Sec- 
retary General Dag Hammarsk- 
jold, appeared to be another ef- 
fort to drive a wedge between 
the United States and its Allies. 

Vishinsky urged priority for 
the trade talks “in view of the 
importance and urgency of the 
question of the removal of ob- 
stacles to international trade 
and means of developing inter- 
national economic relations.” 

The United States, under the 
Battle Act, has declared it will 
not continue economic aid to any 
country trading with the Soviet 
Union or its satellites. However 
the Administration can waive 
the restrictions and has done so 
in several cases. 

The United States, in oppos- 
ing such trade in general, has 
insisted upon strict enforcement 
of the. U.N.-backed embargo on 
trade in strategic goods. with 
the Iron Curtain bloc. 

Rebellion against the Amerj- 
can-sponsored barriers has been 
growing in friendly countries. 
British business groups have vis- 
ited Moscow in hopes of step- 
ping up trade with Russia.

Peter Thorneycroft, president 
of the Board of Trade, in 
House of Commons debate yes- 
terday on East-West trade, re- 
called Prime Minister Churéhill's 
view of Feb. 25 that substantial 
relaxation of strategie control 
would undoubtedly be bene- 
ficial.

CHURCHILL GIVES 
BACKING TO US 
ON RETALIATION 


Assures Commons Bases 
in Britain Would Not 
Be Used Without 
Consultation, 


LONDON, March 23 (UP)— 
Prime Minister Churchill today 
pledged Britain’s support to the 
United States policy of “massive 
retaliation” against aggression. 

He assured uneasy members 
‘of Parliament that there is an 


agreement with the United 
States that American bases in 
Britain would not be used_.in the 
process of such atomic retalia- 
tion without consuttatiqn be- 
tween the two’ Governments. 

Churchill told the House of 
Commons that he has “smooth 
and friendly arrangements” with 
President Eisenhower for dis- 
cussing such emergencies as ag- 
gression. 

‘Joint Decision.’ 

In his brief statement, Church- 
ill said the use of United States 
bases in Britain “in an emer- 
gency would be a matter for 
joint decision by the Govern- 
ment and the United States Gov- 
ernment in the light of circum- 
stances prevailing at the time.” 

He said recent statements of 
United States policy “have been 
in full accord with this under- 
standing.” 

The Prime Minister added that 
he is in “full accord” with Sec- 
retary of -State John Foster 
Dulles’s . statement last week, 
outlining the. United States 
strategy of “instant” retaliation 
n case war starts. 

Dulles has pointed out that 
the United States would have to 
consult with the Allies involved 
before launching a retaliatory at- 
tack from bases fn the country 
involved. 

Dulles told a press conference 
last week that “the bases which 
are available to our strategic 
air force in Great Britain are not 
usable as a base of attack ex- 
cept with the consent of the 
British government. The same is 
true, in general, with all our 
foreign bases.” 

Socialists had _ challenged 
Churchill to affirm that such 
“instant” action would not drag 
Britain into war without the 
Government knowing in ad- 
vance.

SENATOR YIELDS

3-Man Group Given

WASHINGTON, March 23—~ 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
said here today that he will not 
step off the subcommittee which 
will investigate his running feud 
with the Army. He said he had 
removed himself from voting on 
any decisions of the subcom- 
mittee but that he would “have 
to have the right to cross- 
examine witnesses.” 

McCarthy added that no one 
will have anything to fear by 
being cross-examined by him 


“if he is telling the truth.” 

The Wisconsin Republican 
made his statement at the close 
of an executive session of the 
seven-man subcommittee, of 
which he is chairman, but which 
is headed by Senator Karl Mundt 
(Rep.), South Dakota, for the 
duration of the investigation of 
the MeCarthy-Army row. 

Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, publicly called 
upon McCarthy Saturday to dis- 
sociate himself. from the sub- 
committee during the pending 
ah ow and let some other Re- 
publican Senator take his place. 
Symington contended that Me- 
Carthy’s continued presence on 
the subcommittee placed him in 
the triple role of accuser, wit- 
ness, prosecutor. 

Hall Backs Move. 

This proposal was indorsed by 
Leonard W. Hall, chairman of 
the Republican National Com- 
mittee, as representing the 
wishes of Republicans across the 
country. Senate Majority Leader 
William Knowland of California, 
and Senate Republican Policy 
Cummittee Chairman Ferguson 
also agreed that it would be bet- 
ter if McCarthy disqualified 
himself entirely from the in- 
vestigative hearings. 

The question of McCarthy's 
participation in the hearing, 
along with all other matters of 
procedure, will be considered by 
a subcommittee on “ground 
rules” set up at the morning’s 
yexecutive session by Senator 
Mundt.

Following crack-downs on al- 
leged pro-Communists in British 
Guiana and British Honduras ‘on 
the American continental main- 
land, authorities yestetday 
‘swooped down here on the home 
of Jamaican labor leader Ferdi- 
nand Christofer Smith, assistant 
secretary of the Communist- 
dominated World Federation of 
Trade Unions, and on the offices 
of the left-wing People’s Educa- 
tional Organization. 

Police said documents they 
seized in Smith’s home identified 
Communist organizers and fel- 
low, travelers in Jamaica. The 
files and papers taken in the 
raid on the Educational Organ- 
ization were said by police to 
have been of a type barred by 
law as undesirable. 


No Action Indicated. 


Announcements of the raids 
did not indicate any action had 
been taken against Smith or the 
leaders of the Educational Or- 
ganization. Smith, president of 
the Red-tinged Jamaica Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions, was purged 
fin 1948 as a leader in the United 
States of the CIO National Mar- 
itime Union on the ground of 
Communist activities. 

He was permitted to leave the 
United States “voluntarily” . in 
1951 to avoid deportation on 
charges of subversion and being 


an undesirable alien. .He may 
not return to the United States. 

The police said the documents 
taken in his home yesterday also 
contained the names of Iron 
Curtain organizations having 
contact with the JFTU. Smith 
has been a frequent attendant 
at red-sponsored meetings and 
congresses in Europe. 

Launch Stern Measures. 

British colonial authorities

HANOI, Indochina, March 23 
(AP)—French union defenders 
of Dien Bien Phu beat back a 
Vietminh attack yesterday on 


one of their battalions and re- 
ported they killed 175 rebels. 

The rebels attacked on the 
road linking the fortifications 
with the southernmost outpost 
of the French-held plaih. They 
attempted to wipe out the bat- 
talion which was moving from 
the center of the fortress to join 
another battalion coming up 
from the south. Tanks and mo- 
bile units joined the infantry 
and artillery and quickly 
smashed the rebel attempt. 

Only patrol actions have been 
reported since last Tuesday 
when the rebels broke off their 
‘initial mass assaults on Dien 
Bien Phu. Artillery bombard- 
ment of the fortress has contin- 
ued but tapered off today. 

The French air force contin- 
ued under clear skies to carry 
out massive strikes on Vietminh 
concentrations. 

The rebels meanwhile stepped 
up harassing guerrilla attacks on 
communication lines in the Red 
river delta in an effort to divert 
attention from preparations for 
new mass assaults on Dien Bien 
Phu. 

In a _ series of raids they 
slashed the main highway and 
railway along which American- 
supplied war materials move 
from the port of Haiphong to 
Hanoi. The French elosed the 
gashes quickly and claimed to 
have killed 43 rebels in scat- 
tered clashes around the Delta. 

(The United Press reperted 
French bombers today trapped 
and wiped out two battalions of 
Communist reinforcements mov- 
ing toward Dien Bien Phy from 
Red China. French pilots, fly- 
ing American-built B-26s, spot- 
ted the Red columns moving 
down mountain trails north of 
the fortress. 

(The pilots reported they 
“completely destroyed” the Red 
units—estimated to number 1200 
men—when they surprised, fire- 
bombed and strafed them in a 
mountain clearing.)

ON TRIAL TAUGHT 


NEGRO SECESSION 


Testifies Marcus Murphy 
Said They Should Be 
Permitted to Form 
Own Government If 
They Wished. 


One of the five Communists 
On trial here taught that Ne- 
groes in the so-called “black 
belt” in the South should be 
permitted to organize their own 
government and secede from 
the Union if they wished, a 
witness testified today. 

The witness, Joseph Schoe- 
mehl, quoted Marcus A. Murphy, 
Negro defendant, as telling stu- 
dents at a Communist school 
here in 1946 that Negroes living 
in a group of adjoining counties 
in several Southern states should 
be allowed to form their own 
state because “they have similar 
culture and similar racial char- 
acteristics.” 

The Negro and Revolution. 

“Whoever has the backing of 
the Negro has the revolutionary 
strength in the United States,” 
Schoemehl quoted Murphy as 
saying at the school, held at 
party headquarters, then at 
1041A North Grand boulevard. 

The director of the school was 
Robert Manewitz, another de- 
fendant, the witness said, after 
identifying several Communist 
pamphlets used in teaching stu- 
dents. 

In early 1947, Murphy was 
given “the job of seeing that 
the Negroes became more active 
in Communist activities,” Schoe- 
mehl said. 

He testified that he provided 
information on Communist ac- 
tivities directly to Oliver T. 
Remmers from 1932 to 1937 
when Remmers was president of 
the Police Board. 

Schoemehl identified Sentner 
as leaders in party activities 
here, pointing out that Manewitz, 
who also used the first name 
Izzy, was known as Bob Mason 
for “party purposes.” 

Sydney L. Berger, a defense 
attorney, objected when the 
witness identified Sentner as a 
Communist, saying: “It is al- 
ready clear that Sentner is a 
member of the party. Member- 
ship in the party is not an issue 
in this case.” 

Schoemehl, 71 years old, said 
he suffered a paralytic stroke 
in 1937 and believed he was 
dropped as a party member at 
that time “because no one called 
to collect dues.”

Cortor testified that in a 10- 
year period starting in 1937 he 
attended 100 to 150 Communist 
meetings here and 50 other meet- 
ings from April 1951 to Sep- 
temper 1952. He said he turned 
over to the FBI names of all 
members of the Young Commu- 
nist League here and all persons 
known to be party members.

Welborn in his statement said 
the state would show *“wide- 
spread, open and notorious” vio- 
lations of liquor laws. 


“By reason of the nymber of 
them,” he continued, “Sheriff 
Mosley was aware of their exist- 
ence and was responsible for not 
enforcing the law. We will fur- 
ther show that Mr. Mosley, al- 
though specifically enjoined by 
state statutes to enforce the li- 
quor laws, ordered his deputies 
to stay out of taverns. 


“If they saw any violations, or 
received reports of any, they 
were to take no action but were 
to report to him and he would 
take whatever action he thought 
necessary.” 

Dates of violations listed by 
Welborn ranged from Nov. 7, 
1950, through July 8, 1953. Vio- 
lations were in both incorpo- 
rated and unincorporated areas.

Pentagon Gives First Blueprint - 
Of U.S. Needs in All-Out War 


ODM Gets List of Weapons and Equipment 
Required of Industry in Event . 
of Conflict. 


WASHINGTON, March 23 
(AP)—The nation’s mobilization 
chief says the Pentagon has pro- 
vided, for the first time, a. list 
of what it would need from 
American industry to fight all- 
out war. 

Arthur S. Flemming, director 
of the Office of Defense Mobili- 
zation, told a House Appropria- 
tions subcommittee in budget 
testimony made public today 
that the information covers about 
80 per cent of the multi-billien 
dollar expenditures for guns, 
would be necessary in total 
mobilization. 

Testifying in February, Flem- 
ming said that ‘during the fiscal 
year 1954 (beginning last July 
1), the ODM, for the first time 
in the history of mobilization 

lanning, has received from the 
partment of Defense data as 
to’ requirements in the event 
of all-out mobilization for 1000 
major military” weapons. 

He added the requirements 
now must be reviewed because of 
“new look” revisions in military 
strategy. , 

Government Controls. 

The ODM was organized first 
to handle partial mobilization, 
including industrial expansion, 
following the outbreak of Ko- 
rean fighting. It is now a presi- 
dential agency charged mainly 
with planning. 

Flemming said the informa- 
tion is needed so ODM can sur- 
vey American industry and de- 
termine its capacity for manu- 
facturing the required arms and

Howaré S. Piquet, in his book,

Imports in 
1951 were valued at 10.8 billion

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Mounting Crisis in Indochina War 
Increases Likelihood of U.S. Facing 
Grim Choice Soon on Participating 


It Would Involve Direct Intervention or Ac- 
cepting Fact French Must End Fighting, 
Risk Losing Most of Southeast Asia— 
Steps Leading to Situation.

Washington. 


PARIS, March 23. 


HE approaching crisis over the war in Indochina can no 
longer be concealed by the official optimism of Paris and 
‘There is a growing likelihood that in she 


months just ahead a grim choice will be put up to the Eisenhower 


Administration. 


That is to intervene directly with air and naval forces and 
if necessary later with ground forces, or to face the fact that the 
French must bring the long war to an end even though this risks 
the loss to the Communists not only of Indochina but of most of 


Southeast Asia. 


No French official will say anything like this 


publicly. When it is suggested that direct American intervention 
may be necessary, they merely say they hope this will not be so. 


But it is a hope that becomes 
more and more slender. French 
Minister of Defense Rene Pleven 
brought back from his inspec- 
tion tour in Indochina a report 
believed to have been much 
more pessimistic than publicly 
acknowledged. Part of this re- 
port concerns the importance 
the Communist overlords put on 
Ho Chi Minh, leader of the In- 
dochinese rebels, in the struggle 
for Asia, This indicates the Com- 
munists would ask a high price 
for termination of the conflict. 


U.S. Pays 78 Pct. of Cost. 

Seventy-eight per cent of the 
actual cost of the war is being 
paid by the United States. More- 
over the dollars from this source 
— by the French for supplies 
in metropolitan France have a 
lot to do with keeping down the 
French dollar gap. The recent 
debate in the Assembly on the 
French military: budget also 
brought out that the number of 
casualties of Frenchmen is 
smaller than has been generally 
believed. 

The number of killed and 
missing since 1945 is 15,500. The 
number of wounded is 56,000. 
As the French point out these 
are trained professional soldiers 
essential to form the cadres of 
new units for ‘the French con- 
tribution to the European army. 
One of the points invariably 
raised by the French is that they 
can hardly be expected to build 
up the 14 French divisions 
slated for the European army 
while at the same time they 
carry on the Indochinese. war. 
The balance of casualties of 
French forces sent out to Indo- 
china consist of Foreign Legion- 
naires, most of them Germans 
out of the Wehrmacht, and 
North African troops. 

Many illusions have grown up 
around this strange war fought 
in places with weird names 
against an enemy that refuses 
to fight on conventional lines 
with conventional means. The 
major illusion now more or less 
dispelled after seven years of 
fighting is that victory for the 
French is just around the cor- 
ner. In the view of objective 
observers the war as presently 
fought cannot be won. 


Dreary Annual Cycles. 

Each year in recent years it 
has followed a dreary cycle with 
the Vietminh rebels building up 
forces with Chinese Communist 
aid to launch an attack against 
French strong points. The siege 
of Dien Bien Phu represents the 
climax of this cycle. The ap- 
proach of the rainy season cus- 
tomarily marks an end of heavy 
fighting until another year, and 
another cycle. 

For political reasons Dien 
Bien Phu takes on a greater 
importance than any of the 
other battles fought under simi- 
lar circumstances in past year. 
Ho Chi Minh’s forces want to 
demonstrate their strength on 
the eve of the Geneva Confer- 
ence and thereby raise the price 
as high as possible for a cease- 
fire. With Oriental—not to say 
Communist — disregard for hu- 
man life, wave after wave of 
guerrillas has been thrown 
against the French fortified 
position with casualties corre- 
spondingly high. 

But the easy assumption that 
these waves are made up of co- 
erced and intimidated natives 
compelled to serve in the rebel 
army is part of the illusion that 
has clouded the conflict almost 
from the beginning. Certainly 
the iron discipline of Commu- 
nism plays a part. Undeniably 
however Ho makes an appeal 
which goes deep in a part of 
the world where the colonial 
oppressor has for 50 years or 
more been the hated enemy. 


Ho’s Revolutionary Origin. 

Ho, as the French readily 
acknowledge, is a brilliant and 
resourceful leader. Moscow 
trained and indoctrinated, he 
has in one guise or another 
fought French colonialism for 
most of his adult life.

At the end of World War II, 
Emperor Bao Dai, put on a nom- 
inal throne as a maneuver of 
French colonial policy, abdicated 
and Ho proclaimed himself pres- 
ident of the Viet Nam republic. 
Under an agreement from which 
the Frencl. had been excluded, 
Indochina was to have been oc- 
cupied after the war by the 
Chinese and the British. But 
this agreement was abrogated 
by concessions to the Chinese 


and the British were not reluc-| 


tant to make way for Free 


the country they facilitated. 

Americans were still obstruct- 
ing the French effort to take 
over and if Indochina is “lost” 
this will be a fertile field for 
the kind of Congressional in- 
vestigation that seeks to trans- 
pose the blame for dubious or 
mistaken policy to the delib- 
erate intention of treason, In 
the summer of 1946 the French 
invited Ho to Paris and there, 
after negotiations, signed a 
treaty with him under which 
Viet Nam would be independent 
but a part of the French Union. 

There are fiercely disputed 
versions of why this agreement 
was broken after Ho returned 
to Indochina. French residents 
of Hanoi were massacred in De- 
cember 1946 and this marked 
the beginning of the war. 

For well over three years of 
the fighting the Communist 
guerrillas were without outside 
help. This is a significant fact

of outside assistance. Not until! 


armies in late 1949 were the 
Communists able to open up the 
border, and the help given in 
the months immediately after- 
ward is believed to have been 
very small. 


French Slow to Act. 

Perhaps the major error, as 
the French. will admit privately, 
was the long delay in starting 
the training of Viet Namese 
forces. Not until 1951 was this 
undertaken, Up to that point, 
despite French efforts to build 
up Bao Dai, 
strong preference for the French 
Riviera where his family lived, 
the war to the Viet Namese 
looked very much like the old 
colonialism. 

In three years the French 
claim to have trained and 
equipped 160 battalions of Viet 
Namese. In another year they 
say the total will be 200 battal- 
ions and at the end of another 
two years they estimate that 
local forces could take over vir- 
tually the entire conduct of the 
war. The French say that at mil- 
itary schools in France and 
North Africa they are currently 
training 800 Viet Namese as of- 
ficers. The lack of officers has 
been one of the great handicaps 
in creating a Viet Namese army. 

These figures must however be 
taken with reservation. Prior 
to the siege of Dien Bien Phu 
there were reports of wholesale 
defections by the Viet Namese. 
In a series of uncensored dis- 
patches in the Sunday Times of 
London, Graham Greene, world 
famous novelist, describes the 
failure of the French experiment 
of a year ago in turning over 
the important area of Bui-Chu 
entirely to the defense of Viet 
Namese troops.

b\Save 2 Billion 
sExchange in ‘33 


Figure Made Possible 
Only Because of 
Record U.S. Aid 
During Year. 


WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP) 


OREIGN nations managed to 

pay their United States trade 

bills and save up more than 
$2,250,000,000 during 1953 but 
only because American foreign 
aid hit a record high during the 
year, the Commerce Department 
says. ~ 

In a report late yesterday on 
the balance of payments for 
1953, the Commerce Department 


said direct United States foreign 
aid last year came to $6,300,000,- 
000. That was more than a 
quarter of a billion dollars above 
the previous record six billions 
in 1949. 


In addition to the direct aid, 
which was more than two-thirds 
military, United States forces 
abroad were a big extra source 
of dollars for foreign treasuries. 
Spending for everything soldiers 
or an army might buy, United 
States ferces abroad put $2,300,- 
000,000 into foreign economies. 
The United States, in addition, 
bought $300,000,000 worth of 
foreign-made military equip- 
ment which was given to Allied 
armed forces. 


This spending by United 
States forces ‘abroad made a 
flow of $2,600,000,000 to friendly 
foreign nations outside com- 
mercial channels. It was not 
classified by the Commerce De- 
partment as foreign aid because 
Americans got goods or services 
for the great bulk of what they 
spent, 

Nevertheless, this extra in- 
come appeared to be what made 
it possible for foreign countries 
to add 2™% billion dollars dur- 
ing 1953 to their gold and dollar 
reserves, That left uncertain the 
question of whether real prog- 
ress has been made abroad in 
the direction of getting along 
without. United States foreign 
aid, since the commercial re- 
ceipts of foreign countries and 
the direct economic and mili- 
tary aid they received were both 
needed to balance their 1953 ac- 
counts with this country. 


However, foreign reserves out- 
side the Iron Curtain reached a 
new high in 1953 of 23 billion 
dollars of readily available gold 
plus United States and Canadian 
dollars, the Commerce Depart- 


ment said.

Half the Battle 

So far, so good! 

The State Senate has authorized continuation 
of the St. Louis earnings tax for three years. 
And it has doné so*with an emergency clause, 
preventing a break in collections on the April 1 
expiration of the old permissive act. 

The next test comeg in the House. Here the 
temptation to’ make a political football of the 
bill has been more apparent. Yet the Senate's 
action does enhance the prospects in the other 
chamber. This will be especially true if the St. 
Louis House delegation shows the same solidari- 
ty displayed by the city’s senators—six of whom 
voted for the bill, and only one, Senator Robert 
Pentland, against. And even Pentland was not 
an all-out opponent, basing his negative vote only 
on the lack of*mandatory exemptions. 

The most constructive thing the House could 
do would be to knock-out the three-year limita- 
tion on the earnings tax authority as the bill now 
stands. Why should this exhausting battle be 
fought over and over again? The St. Louis dele- 
gation of 18 Representatives can see that this 
hobbling limitation is removed. We urge them 
to do it. 

Perhaps much of the politicking which might 
otherwise center around the earnings tax bill may 
be diverted to the bills introduced in the House 
for the creation of joint state commissions to 
investigate the city’s finances, and to determine 
whether St. Louis really needs the earnings tax. 

If such an investigation is authorized, it will 
enable politicians to keep talking about the tax 
right through the fall’s campaign. This would be 
a tawdry form of vote-solicitation, but it might 
not be an unmixed affront. 

First of all, it may well indicate that oppor- 
tunistic enemies of the bill are ready to vote 
for it, assuring themselves of a device, harmless 
to the city treasury, for exploiting it politically. 
While such an investigation might be construed 
as a reflection on the honesty and the efficiency 
of the city’s administration, it might open some 
legislative eyes to the city’s problems, It might 
be considered outstate meddling in what perhaps 
should be home-rule matters. But it might also 
loosen the sometimes all too tight reins of state 
control on Missouri’s chief city. In any event, 
St. Louis need fear no investigation. 

What is important at the moment is the exten- 
sion of the city’s power to keep revenues ade- 
quate for vital municipal services. And half of 
that battle has been won.

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Newspaper Change in Washington 

Few newspaper rivalries in American journal- 
ism have been sharper, more vigorous and more 
persistent than that between The Washington 
Post and The Washington Times-Herald during 
the last three to four years. Robert R. McCor- 
mick, highly conservative publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, moved into the Times-Herald as its 
spirited director. With equal spirit and vigor 
The Washington Post, under Eugene L. Meyer, 
has presented the cases for progress in domes- 
tic ‘politics and for American participation in 
world affairs. Yet there has now been a merger 
and the Times-Herald is no more since it has 
been absorbed by The Washington Post. 

The passing of any newspaper is lamentable 
in that it deprives readers of a voice, a forum, 
a point of view. Yet if an Eastern paper was to 
be strengthened in these times of severe eco- 
nomic test, The Washington Post is a worthy 
beneficiary. It prints a great deal of news and 
it possesses a strong editorial policy, Among its 
recent outstanding news investigations were its 
inquiries into the facts about smears at Fort 
Monmouth and the 2400 alleged subversives dis- 
missed from the federal payroll. Few newspapers 
go so far in allowing their readers to protest 
against their policies in their own columns.

In Paris, meanwhile, a new campaign has been 
started to keep the army treaty from coming to 
a vote. Two causes are given for this: 1—The 
inability of France and West Germany, despite 
some concessions by Chancellor Adenauer, to 
reach an agreement on the future of the Saar, 
and 2—The “leaking” of what Edouard Herriot 
calls “a certain calendar of American origin” 
which makes April 16 the deadline for EDC ra- 
tification by the French parliament. Such a ten- 
tative time-table apparently was prepared by 
several French officials in -consuitation with 
David K. E. Bruce, the American representative 
for the affairs of the Coal and Steel Community.

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Government by Lie Detector 

“A lot of poppycock.” 

That is what Senator Potter calls the proposal 
of his fellow Republican, Senator McCarthy, to 
give all witnesses in the McCarthy-Cohn-Schine- 
Stevens controversy the lie detector test.

“establish the precedent of a three-ring circus” 
in the hearings of the. subcommit- 
tee. Again Senator Potter is right. That is exact- 
ly what it-would do.“ “ ‘ 

Indeed that could be exactly what is intended, 
since the complete reliability of lie detecting 
machines has never been established. J. Edgar 
Hoover, FBI chief, has expressed doubts as to 
the value of such tests: Moreover courts gen- 
erally do not accept the results as evidence. 

Actually this is the most insulting thing Sena- 
tor McCarthy has yet said. For it comes close 
on the heels of President Eisenhower's testi- 
monial of confidence in Army Secretary Stevens. 
The President says he believes in Mr. Stevens's 
veracity, whereupon Senator McCarthy says in 
substance: “Let’s give him the lie detector test!” 

How can the Wisconsin demagogue hurl a 
worse insult at the White House than that? 

Former Gov. Stevenson summed up what will 
be the common feeling when he said: 


We have réached a lamentable state if we 
have to rely on lie detector tests for respon- 
sible public officials. 


The. fact, of course is that we do not need any 
such reliance. Senator McCarthy’s defiant chal- 
lenge tells much more about him than about the 
Army. Yet there are those who seem to think 
that he is bringing himself under control! 
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Paul Dillon’s Conviction 
The conviction and sentencing of Paul Dillon 
to 15 months in prison on federal income tax 
evasion is a reminder that Harry S. Truman had 
cronies and hangers-on that got both Mr. Tru- 
man and the presidency, in his years in the 
White House, into trouble repeatedly. Paul Dil- 
lon was Mr. Truman’s campaign manager back 
in 1934, after which the friendship continued. It 
did the man from Independence no good and 
neither did the attachments for Harry Vaughan, 
Edwin W. Pauley and others who could be 
listed. Mr."Truman compiled a high batting aver- 
age on big decisions, but he had a weakness for 
companions who proved severely embarrassing 

to him and the government he headed. 
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Food Is to Eat 

An eight-nation U.N. group has recommended 
ways to solve the persistent problem of how 
overfed nations can help underfed ones. The 
plan of the Food and Agriculture Organization’s 
study group is a challenge to the United States, 
which has more food surpluses than it knows 
what to do with. 

Briefly, the plan is for nations such as this to 
give away surplus commodities to hungry foreign 
peoples, or to sell the surpluses at low prices. 

This is ‘bound to arouse the normal hue and 
cry against “giveaways” in Congress. The plan 
is a long way from present economic aid policy. 
But the fact is that the United States so far has 
not been able to decide just how to deal with 
its food surpluses. 

Under the Mutual Security Act of 1951, this 
country has sold surplus foods valued at $130,- 
000,000, though foreign countries had to pay 
near to prevailing world prices for them. So far 
this year, the United States has authorized giv- 
ing away about $280,000,000 in foodstuffs. 

In comparison with our food stockpiles, this 
aid is not much. For the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration holds some five billion dollars in sur- 
pluses, Marquis Childs has stated that unless 
Congress finds new ways to dispose of these, or 
cuts farm price-supports, the CCC may hold six 
billions by next year. And it costs the taxpayers 
$500,000 a day just for storage. 

At that rate it would pay the United States to 
be far more generous with its surplus stocks 
abroad than it has been. The food surpluses can- 
not be dumped on our own market without 
wrecking the producers; they cannot now be 
sold at the price paid; and one idea that does 
make sense is to try to give or sell more of them 
to friendly nations which need them. 

The F.A.O. proposal deserves serious consider- 
ation in Washington, for reasons both humane 
and practical. Condemnation of “giveaways” does 
not suffice for constructive policy. To what bet- 
ter use can food be put than to feed it to people? 
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A Veto Was in Order 

One of the least necessary bills passed by this 
Congress has just been signed by President 
Eisenhower, The bill would allow importation of 
Mexican farm workers without Mexico's consent. 

Advocates. of this measure have contended 
that it would “protect” working conditions of 
the Mexican braceros. Yet Mexico and the United 
States recently signed an agreement spelling 
out just such protection. 

Nobody should claim with a straight face that 
the Mexicans need protection twice, and in fact 
the bill was not passed to protect them at all. 
It was passed to permit big farm and ranch 
employers to use low-cost labor, and also to 
pressure Mexico into reaching a new agreement 
on the migrants, which that country finally did. 

This legislation was an insult to the Mexican 
Government and Mexican pride, and no favor 
to our relations. with Latin America. 
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Leadership From the Churches 

With an open invitation to teachers, young 
people and citizens generally, the Metropolitan 
Church Federation of St. Louis urges some hard 
thinking about race segregation in public schools. 

This important issue is now before the United 
States Supreme Court. Nobody can predict for a 
certainty whether the court will ban, uphold or 
modify segregation, in the. schools. But the court 
could hand down.its decision on any Monday 
between now. and the end of its term in June. Is 
public education at all prepared to meet the 
challenge when it comes? i 

To encourage a constructive approach, the St. 
Louis, church federation has scheduled public 
meetings for next Sunday and Monday. The 
principal speaker will be Rolfe L. Hunt of New 
York, director of the department of religion and 
public education of the National Council of 
ence in education and human relations and his 


advice is well worth seeking. 


The issue is one which cannot be shunned 
much longer. And the community can thank the 
Metropolitan Church Federation for moving out 
to meet it.

Police Must Obey the Law

The recent controversy growing out 
of the Supreme Court decision uphold- 
ing the right of individual states to 
convict by using illegally obtained evi- 
dence recalls a 1949 commendation of 
the St. Louis Police Department by a 
Supreme Court Justice. 

The late Justice Frank Murphy in 
his dissenting opinion in the case Wolf 
vs, Colorado, June 
1949, cited various 
police departments 
that emphasize ad- 
herenice to the rules 
of search and seiz- 
ure. Regarding the 
St. Louis Depart- 
ment, he said: 

“If proof of the 
efficacy of the fed- 
eral rule were 
needed, there is testimony in abundance 
in the recruit training programs and in- 
service courses provided the police in 
cities which follow the federal rule. 


“St. Louis, for example, demands ex- 
tensive training in the rules of search 
and seizure, with emphasis upon the 
ease with which a case may collapse 
if it depends upon evidence obtained 
unlawfully.” : 

James W. Connor, then First Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney, pointed out at 
the time that Missouri was not one of 
the 30 states that admitted illegally 
gained evidence in its trials. St. Louis 
policemen may arrest on a reasonable 
suspicion of guilt and then conduct 
searches, but until such time as an ar- 
rest is made, no evidence can be seized. 

Strict adherence to the Bill of Rights 
has long been a basic rule in Depart- 
ment training. As far back as Feb. 19, 


1949, the late Clifford W. Gaylord in 


an address to the recruit police officer 
graduating class said: 

“A matter of paramount importance 
Is the rights of a person under arrest. 
Always remember the Bill of Rights is 
in our Constitution to protect the cit- 


izen from unjust action by police. Be- 
cause a citizen has been arrested does 
not change his right to protection under 
all the statutes and law. 


“Several recent decisions by the Su- 
preme Court set aside convictions in 
cases that. strongly indicated over-zeal- 
ousness by the police to obtain a con- 
viction. This gentle reminder should 
not dim your enthusiasm. I mentioned 
this to show how vitally essential it is 
that the modern police officer be well 
versed in the law.” 

Police officers are not expected to be 
legal experts. Basic grounding in the 
“Law of Evidence’—long stressed in 
the department recruit training pro- 
gram —is designed primarily to acquaint 
new officers with the fundamentals 
of the law. 

A close working co-operation with the 
state and city law offices best accom- 
plishes the aims of good law enforce- 
ment in St. Louis. Officers in doubt 
about technical aspects of the law are 
advised to consult the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office. 

The St. Louis Police Department sup- 
ports the view that crime must be 
eradicated, but only by legal and proper 
means. The lowest criminal is entitled 
to the rights guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

The Fourth Amendment of the Bill 
of Rights sets forth the “Search and 
Seizure” clause. Respecting every per- 
son’s inviolable and sacred prerogatives, 
St. Louis policemen are instructed to 
obey the law while enforcing the law. 

Certainly, democracy's privileges ap- 
pear twisted when exercised by an ele- 
ment that seems not to merit them. 
But they are the self-same birthrights 
that protect the. honest citizen as well. 

We cannot admit means-justifying-an- 
end philosophy to capture a criminal by 
illegal methods. We cannot tamper 
with the fundamental liberties of any 
citizen without weakening our country, 
which is to say, ourselves.

Red Drive in Japan 
THE GREAT SEDUCTION: RED CHINA'S DRIVE 

TO BRING FREE JAPAN BEHIND THE IRON 

CURTAIN, by Richard Lb. G. DOeverall. (Pub- 

lished by the. author, Y.M.C.A, Headquarters, 

Tokyo, 427 pgs., $4.) 

Japan is the industrial and military 
pivot of Asia. If it falls to Communism, 
all of Asia will be lost and Red China 
will acquire the technological know-how 
it so vitally needs. The author believes 
that Moscow has sacrificed the weak- 
ened Japanese Communist party and is 
trying to make Red China “the vesti- 
bule for Communism in Japan.” 


Dick Deverall designed the labor edu- 
cation program for the United States oc- 
cupation of Japan, and since 1949 he 
has been Asian representative of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


The Reds, he warns, are using 
“peace” propaganda to weaken the will 
of the Japanese people to resist gener- 
ally and to stir up anti-American senti- 
ment. Detailed examples are given of 
the effective use of half-truths about the 
shortcomings of the American occupa- 
tion forces and the use of best-selling 
pornographic -novels and highly artistic 
movies, such as “Hi- 
-roshima” and “Chil- 

dren of the Atom 
Bomb.” Meanwhile, 
American and dem- 
ocratic Japanese ef- 
forts to counteract 
Red propaganda 
have been meager. 

On the industrial 
front, the Reds now 
/’ control about one- 
half of the Japa- 
nese trade unions, 
are especially 
strong in the teach- 
ers’ union and are 
swinging Japanese

All China Federation of Labor, Twice 
since 1946 the Reds have had a strangle- 
hold on Japanese labor but lost ground 
by staging costly political strikes. 

Politically, the Reds are working 
through the Korean minority in Japan 
and the Left Socialists, the author re- 
ports. They often support weaker con- 
servative candidates in the hope of cre- 
ating an unstable or a coalition govern- 
ment. The Reds’ iong-range aim is to 
separate the Japanese people from their 
government, as they did with Chiang 
Kai-shek in China. To thwart this, Dev- 
erall warns, the United States must for- 
get usual diplomatic policy and commu- 
nicate with the peoples of other nations 
as well as their diplomats. 

The present Yoshida government is 
stable and friendly to the United States.

Business Shapes Policies.

The Trickle-Down Theory. 


This is the theory that if you 
lighten the tax burden on busi- 
ness, as in the bill’s more favor- 
able treatment of depreciation, 
and open up potentials for in- 
vestment, as envisaged by modi- 
fying double taxation of divi- 
dends, then production will ex- 
pand and that will be translated 
down to the people in more jobs. 

The Democrats are again 
calling it the “trickle-down-from- 
the-top” theory as they did 25 
and 30 years ago, back in the 
last Republican era, when the 
same theory waa espoused by the 
late Andrew W. Mellon, the 
Pittsburgh industrialist and fi- 
nancier. 

Democrats believe in spread- 
ing tax reduction benefits more 
widely and directly. That is not 
done, of course, by the current 
Administration measure; for less

Taxes and Recession. 


In. fact, as Senator George 
(Dem.), Georgia, demonstrated, 
persons with incomes of $5000 
and under have not been bene- 
fited directly at all by the Ad- 
ministration’s tax program. 

Just now, the Democratic 
philosophy of tax reduction 
benefits widely spread is bol- 
stered by a practical situation. 
That is the current recession. 

That, Democrats argue, re- 
quires increased capacity for 
consumption rather than _in- 
creased production which is the 
Republican aim. It was this con- 
sumption factor that was chiefly 
responsible for inducing Senator 
George, who is a most conserva- 
tive legislator, to champion an 
increase from $600 to $800 in 
personal exemptions now pore 
to $1000 next year.

CHANGES IN PERSONAL 
INJURY LAWS URGED 


3 
Roscoe Pound Cites Rapid 
, Increase in Cases in 
Mechanized Age. 


Laws dealing with personal 
injury must be changed to meet 
modern conditions and avoid 
the alternative of “administra- 


tive adjustment which is the 
high. road to autocracy,” Roscoe 
Pound, former dean of the Har- 
vard Law School, said here last 
night. | 

The 83-year-old legal scholar 
told a banquet of the Missouri 
Association of Claimants’ Attor- 
neys that the problems caused 
by out-of-date liability law are 
all the more serious because of 
the rapid increase over the years 
of injuries, amounting now to 
about 9,000,000 anually. 

Unlike the situation in earlier 
and less mechanized periods, he 
said, “we now run the risk--of- 
injury in our homes, on the 
streets and in our daily tasks. 
The law must adjust to this sit- 
uation.” 

Need for Proper Balance. 

Pound, who edits the law 
journal published by the Na- 
tional Association of Claimants’ 
Compensation Attorneys, said 
he would not venture to predict 
what specific future alterations 
should be made, other than to 
suggest that “a proper balance 
must be maintained between 
stability and change.” 

If proper changes are not 
made by legislative action and 
judicial decision, he warned; 
they will be made administra- 
tively in procedures that essen- 
tially are without law and po- 
tentially “autocratic.” 

Obstacles to such changes he 
listed as the “hesitancy” of jur- 
ists to give legislation preced- 
ence over previous law, “the 
maxim that statutes in deroga- 
tion of common law are to be 
strictly construed,” and the abuse 
of the principle of stare decisis, 
under which courts follow prior 
rulings. 

“These are very serious ob- 
stacles to making the law 
achieve its purposes,” Pound de- 
clared. “We can’t rely on legis- 
lators to enact all the necessary 
changes.” 

He told guests at the dinner, 
which was held at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, that change in law is “in- 
evitable.” Legal changes which 
have been going on in this coun- 
try sre growing out of “the 
enormous bigness of things to- 
day and a limitless complexity,” 
he said. 

“The day is gone when a man 
could take all law for his prov- 
ince,” Pound remarked, adding 
that the specialization of the 
legal profession has merely 
paralleled the specialization of 
society in general. 

Judges Guests of Honor. 

Guests of honor at the dinner 
were federal and state judges. 
Lt. Gov. James T. Blair of Mis- 
souri, in a brief address, said 
Missouri lawyers arf too “timid” 
about making suggestions to 
members of the state Legisla- 
ture concerning pending bills, 
but instead are critical of laws 
once they are enacted.

WELFARE AGENCIES 
SPENDING IS UP HERE 


Survey Shows 40 Pct. Jump 
in Expenditures in Four 
Years—Reasons for Rise. 


Expenditures for health, rec- 
reation and general welfare in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county 
in 1952 totaled $70,796,838, a 
40 per cent increase over the 
$50,383,446 spent in 1948, it was 
shown in a survey by the So- 
cial Planning Council, made 
public today. 

The 1952 survey, one of a se- 
ries which has been made by the 
council every two years since 
1938, except for the year 1950, 
is intended as a guide to welfare 
agencies in planning services 
and in budgeting. 

The survey was compiled 
from reports of 220 agencies, 
all of them either non-profit vol- 
untary or philanthropic type or 
governmental agencies. 

Bulk of the increase in expen- 
ditures, it was shown, was in 
cost of hospital in-patient care, 
which rose from $22,362,303 in 
1948 to $33,776,662 in 1952. Of 
this total outlay, however, more 
than half of the money in each 
of these years came from pa- 
tients themselves. Amounts paid 
by patients totaled $11,919, 695 
in 1948 and $18,179.706 in 1952. 

Big Part in Increase. 


Another substantial part of the 
rise in over-all expenditures was 
accounted for by public assist- 
ance outlays—aid to dependent 
children, general relief, old age 
assistance, aid to the blind and 
aid to the permanently and to- 
tally disabled—all paid from 
publie funds. 

These expenditures rose from 
$13,821,092 in 1948 to $17,472,520 
in 1952. 

Public fund outlays in 1952 
for all types of service totaled 
$38,292,084, more than half the 
total spent by all agencies. Ex- 
penditures of public funds in 
1948 aggregated $27,405,737. 

Of the public funds spent, 
$16,389,012 came from local gov- 
ernmental agencies in 1952 and 
$12,273,794 in 1948, $11,181,289 
from the state in 1952 and $8,- 
379,516 in 1948, and $10,721,783 
from the federal government in 
1952 and $6.752,430 in 1948. 


Sources of Other Funds. 

Sources of other funds spent 
were listed as follows: Commu- 
nity Chest contributions, $5,039,- 
185 in 1952 and $3,994,249 in 
1948; other contributions, $3,- 
095,965 in 1952 and $2,096,595 
in 1948; income from invest- 
ments, $1,078,775 in 1952 and 
$836, 710 in 1948; receipts from 
persons served (including pay- 
ments by patients for hospital 
care), $20,874,335 in 1952 and 
$14,181,698 in 1948, and miscel- 
laneous receipts, $2,416,494 in 
1952 and $6,752,430 in 1948. 

The report noted that while 
there was a substantial over-all 
~— in expenditures from 1948 

to 1952, the increases were at 
a decreasing rate in most wel- 
fare fields as compared with 
gains in preceding years.

Approved by the committee 
were resolutions: 


1. Affirming that surplus 
agricultural products should 
not be dumped on world mar- 
kets. The United States 
(which has most of the sur- 
pluses), Cuba (which has too 
much sugar) and Bolivia ab- 
stained. The resolution calls 
for international joint action 
to handle surpluses, 


2. Directing the Organiza- 
tion of American States to co- 
ordinate the economies of the 
Latin American states with 
that of the United States. 


3. Directing the OAS to 
make a special study on mar- 
keting of copper, zinc, tin and 
tungsten—among Latin Ameri- 
ca’s major mineral products. 


4. Directing producers of 
raw materials to control their 
production in accordance with 
world demand, and saying 
consumers -— meaning the 
United States—should give fa- 
cilities to expand trade and 
use of natural resources. The 
United States Government 
particularly dislikes this one. 


5. Saying that regional 
trade should be intensified. 


The committee voted down 
two resolutions sponsored by 
Guatemala’s leftist government 
and aimed at the United States. 
One would have barred econom- 
ic boycotts. The other was to 
forbid monopolies in mining, in- 
dustry and agriculture. 


Though neither resolution men- 
tioned the United States by 
name, Guatemalan delegates told 
the group United States news- 
papers and magazines had sug- 
igested boycotting Guatemalan 
coffee “as a means of over- 
throwing the Communist regime 
of Guatemala.” 


Only Guatemala voted for the 
two proposals, 


A 10-nation subcommittee ap- 
proved an affirmation of polit- 
ical principles expected to be 
named the “Declaration of Car- 
acas.” It recognizes the “in- 
alienable right of each Amer- 
ican state freely to choose its 
own institutions ijn the exercise 
of representative democracy... 
without foreign intervention in 
its internal or external affairs 
and, in particular, without in- 
tervention by any form of to- 
talitariariism.” 


Argentina and Mexico ab- 
stained, while Brazil, Panama, 
the United States, Uruguay, 
Peru, Venezuela, Colombia and 
Nicaragua voted in favor of the 
declaration. 


Brazilian Foreign Minister Vi- 
cente Rao, whose proposal con- 
stituted 50 per cent of the final 
declaration, said his resolution 
was intentionally written in gen- 
eral terms, 


Uruguay reserved the right to 
introduce amendments when the 
full juridicial-political committee 
takes up the declaration. 

The political-juridicial commit- 
tee postponed until the next con- 
ference, in 1959, an El Salvador 
proposal to create an inter-Amer- 
ican court of justice. The United 
States argued that the World 
Court at The Hague was suf- 
ficient.

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DONNELLY CALLED 
SCHOOL “ARCH FOE 


State G.O.P. Chairman As- 
sails Governor’s Refusal 
to Seek More Aid. 


By the State Political Corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 23 
~ State Republican Chairman 
Perry Compton today denounced 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly as an 
“arch foe of schools” for refus- 
ing to submit public school fi- 
nancial problems to the special 
session of the Legislature. 

“The Democratic party in Mis- 
souri this year will stand or fall 
on Gov. Donnelly’s refusal to ask 
this special session to grant 
the schools more money,” Comp- 
ton declared. 

The conflict began when both 
houses of the Legislature re- 
cently adopted a Republican- 
sponsored resolution, with the 
aid of some Democrats, asking 


the Governor to permit the As- 
sembly to consider additional 
state aid to schools. The special 
session can act only on those 
matters he submits for its con- 
sideration. 

Last week, Donnelly turned 
down the request, declaring Mis- 
souri is providing “generous” 
aid to the schools and could not 
afford to give more without ad- 
ditional revenues. At the same 
time he blasted the “school 


lobby” for claiming Missouri 
schools are being neglected. 

Yesterday, the legislative com- 
mittee of the Missouri State 
Teachers’ Association issued a 
lengthy statement criticizing 
Donnelly for his stand, and for 
vetoing a $9,250,000 “bonus” 
school appropriation last year. 

The school group charged the 
Governor had caused “irrepara- | W 
ble damage” to the schools and 
was responsible for teacher mo- 
rale “reaching’ a low ebb” in 
Missouri. 


Compton charged today that 
Donnelly has ignored campaign 
pledges to aid the schools dur- 
ing both of his terms as Gov- 
ernor. 

In 1944, Compton said, Don- 
nelly promised to get more mon- 
ey for the schools, but vetoed 
more than $6,000,000 in ap- 
propriations for the University 
of Missouri and the state teach- 
ers colleges during his first term 
as chief executive.

NEW YORK, March 23 (AP)— 
Kentucky’s unbeaten basketball 
team, which refrained from 
tournament competition this 
year, came out ahead of the two 
national tournament winners, La 
Salle and Holy Cross, in the 
final Associated Press ranking 
poll of the 1953-54 season

ping 71 of the 138 ballots cast 
by sports writers and broadcast- 
ers throughout the nation, cap- 
turned the No. 1 ranking by the 
very small margin of 32 points 
from La Salle’s Explorers, the 
newly crowned National Collegi- 
ate A.A. champiéns. 

Holy Cross, the surprise win- 
ner of the National cago 
Tournament, was a strong third 
with Indiana, the 1953.N.C,A<A, 
champion and a& strong pre-sea- 
son favorite, fourth. 

Scant 


The final count, on the basis 
of 10 points for each first place 
ballot, nine for second, eight for 
third, etc., gave Kentucky 1110 
points and La Salle 1078. Holy 
Cross drew 914 points and In- 
diana 835. 

By finishing on top, Kentucky 
retained the spot it had held in 
12 of 16 weekly polls through- 
out the season. Indiana, tabbed 
as the likely winner in the pre- 
season poll, hekd onto the No. 1 
spot for two weeks before suf- 
fering its first defeat. Duquesne 
moved to the front for a couple 
of weeks late in the season, 
then ran into two setbacks and 
dropped behind again. 

Kentucky won 25. straight 
games during the regular sea- 
son, including a playoff with 
Louisiana State for the South- 
eastern Conference champion- 
ship but declined to enter the 
N.C.A.A. tournament, for which 
it qualified automatically. The 
reason was that three post- 
graduate players, eligible for 
conference competition, were 
not eligible under N.C.A.A. reg- 
ulations. 

The influence of post-season 
tournament results on the vot- 
ing was seen in La Salle’s rise 
to second place at the finish. 
The Explorers, in and out of the 
first ten during the regular sea- 
son and at times unable to mus- 
ter enough points to make the 
first 20, moved up to sixth place 
a week ago when they entered 
the NCAA semifinals. After 
whipping Penn State and Brad- 
ley soundly to win the title, they 
jumped up to second. 

Holy Cross, which advanced to 
third place on the strength of its 
NIT victory, held onto that place 
while Indiana, still highly re- 
garded, slid back to fourth. 

In addition, Duquesne the NIT 
runner-up, and the second and 
third place teams in the NCAA 
tournament also earned top-ten 
ranking in the final poll.

Duquesne finished fifth, fol- 
lowed by Notre Dame, upsetter 
of Indiana in NCAA play; Brad- 
ley, the NCAA runner-up; West- 
ern Kentucky, a NIT tournament 
entry; Penn State, third in the 
NCAA, and Oklahoma A. and 
M., loser to Bradley in the NCAA 
second round.

Texas Wilderness 


Big Bend Country Is 
A Land of Contrasts 


By Leonard Hall 


BIG BEND NATIONAL PARK. 

F YOU'LL take your map and follow the Rio 
| Grande southeast from El Paso, you will see 

that the river makes a sharp dip down into 
the Mexican state of Chihuahua. This is the Big 
Bend country of 
Texas and in the 
southern extremity 
of the area some 
three-quarters of a 
million acres have ° haa .

Much of it 
is desert, with 
plants and animals 
more common to 
the Chihua huan 
desert of Mexico 
than to the United 
States. This is a 
land of little rain- 
fall where even throughout the winter months 
the daytime temperature generally rises into 
the 80s and the nights almost never drop to 
freezing. 

Along the eastern boundary of the park lies- 
the Sierra del Carmen range, a high escarpment 
rising to about 5000 feet, which few roads pene- 
trate. These mountains run right to the Rio 
Grande, where the river cuts through to form 
the spectacular Boquillas Canyon with sheer 
walls jutting 2000 feet or more. In the center 
of the park are the Chisos Mountains, with sev- 
eral peaks rising to elevations of nearly 8000 
feet and carved by erosion into shapes which are 
both grotesque and beautiful. 


IN THE HEART of these high peaks and com- 
pletely surrounded by them is the Basin where, 
at an elevation of 5000 feet, the cottages for 
guests are located. There are accommodations 
of every kind, from campground with fireplaces, 
to simple cabins, to spacious and attractive cot- 
tages built of stone and adobe, equipped with 
hot showers, comfortable furniture and a mag- 
nificent view. At this headquarters are also the 
Chuck Wagon which serves excellent meals, a 
post office where mail comes and goes three 
times a week, and a store where simple provi- 
sions, photographic supplies, magazines and a 
few novelties may be purchased.

THE BIG BEND COUNTRY has a long and 
colorful history. The first white man to see it 
was the Spaniard, Cabeza de Vaca, under re- 
markable circumstances. Member of a gold- 
seeking expedition which was shipwrecked off 
the Florida coast near Tampa in 1535 and cap- 
tured by Indians, De Vaca escaped with one 
or two companions. He then spent eight years 
traveling westward along the Gulf Coast and up 
the Rio Grande, across what is now Texas and 
northern Mexico. Without weapons, supplies of 
any kind or even, in the beginning, clothing to 
cover himself, De Vaca performed a journey 
that is almost without parallel and eventually 
joined up with some gold-seeking Spaniards who 
had come northward through Mexico almost to 
the Gulf of Lower California. The Spaniards of 
that day were a tough and hardy race, to say 


the least.

THEREAFTER THE LAND of the Big Bend 
offered little to attract the white man, Fran- 
ciscans and Jesuits built a few small missions 
along the river and the ruins of one of these 
can be seen across the river at the little Mexi- 
can settlement of San Vicente. There is also the 
legend of a lost silver mine on Lost Mine Peak,’ 
which the Spaniards worked with slaves. But in 
the end, these exploiters were wiped out to the 
last man by the Comanche Indians who sealed 
the mine entrance with great boulders. Even the 
last mule train which went out carrying the 
precious metal was caught and covered by a 
great land-slide. So the mountain holds its secret 
safely—or the story may be no more than a 
legend handed down from father to son by gen- 
erations of Mexicans living along the river. — 


THE REAL INHABITANTS of the Big Bend 
in the days after the white men started to settle 
Texas were the fierce Mescalero Apaches, though 
the region was also penetrated by Comanches 
from farther north. But gradually these Indians 
were pushed south across the river or west to 
the reservations or were killed off a few at a 
time during their forays. There is a sad story 
of one old chief, Baja del Sol, who became 
homesick for the high peaks of the Chisos and 
came back to live with a few picked warriors, 
Here in the almost impenetrable wilderness, 
sleeping out the day in hidden caves and hunt- 
ing only at night, they managed to survive for 
many months and elude the soldiers who hunted 
them constantly. But they finally disappeared 
and what is the real end of their story, no- 
body knows.

MOST OF ALL, the Big Bend is a land of 
contrasts. Yor’ drive to Boquillas or to the 
equally impressive Santa Elena Canyon at the 
west edge of the park through desert. Here, to 
quote one old-timer, the Lord dumped the leav- 
ings when He built the world. “There’s nothing 
in the Big Bend,” he said, “that doesn’t have 
claws or thorns or a sting to it.”’ Thus the plants 
are the lechuguilla, prickly pear, hedgehog cac- 
tus, agave, ocotillo, sotel, dagger, catclaw, mes- 
quite—every one with a thorn point or hook to 
help it survive. Up on the mountain slopes, how- 
ever, there is greenery. Here grow the pinion 
pine, several interesting junipers, evergreen su- 
mac and live oak. Still higher are the beautiful 
red-barked madrone often called “naked In- 
dian” because of its copper color, Arizona cy- 
press, Douglas fir, yellow pine and aspen. 

The birds and animals of the Big Bend make 
it a naturalist’s paradise, which we, are enjoying 
to the full. But they'll have to wait for another 
column.

I SAID NOT LONG AGO that March was a bad month, 
the month of complaints and “pet peeves.” How right I was!

ANOTHER DISH I look for and seldom find is cucum- 
bers sliced so thin that they are limp and transparent, pre- 
pared with sour cream as the Germans do, or marinated, as 
the French serve them. 

And then there is: spinach! The other day I ordered 
Eggs Florentine in a restaurant where I was sure that the 
spinach ‘would be beautifully cooked, but it turned out to 
be the s@me long dark dank and depressing strings that 
you get in lesser places. 

- Now spinach, unlike lettuce, does need dressing-up. It 
{slike women, those sallow, néutral-colored women who 
often show surprising charm with the proper grooming and 
accents. In fact, they often ‘ook more attractive than the 
pretty girls and the beauties. 

Spinach, is good when, cooked with a little chopped 
bacon and garlic. Spinach souffle may be stepped up with a 
few strips of anchovy.

Two-Way Affair

HE parent-child relationship is at any age a two-way 
T business. The child reacts to you. You take that for 

granted. But you, too, in spite of your added maturity 
and objectivity and self-control, react to the child. 

We feel that you should remember this, and excuse 
yourselves a little more than some of you do. You get ex- 
asperated- more than you think you should? You may have 
a basically exasperating child on your hands. You feel that 
you lack essential warmth in your dealings with some one 
of your children? Some children, by nature, are not con- 
spicuously warm and lovable. 

In general, assuming that you are a reasonably well- 
adjusted person, we believe that you can respect your own 
response toward your children, and not judge yourself too 
harshly if these feelings depart from some ideal norm of 
perfect motherly (and fatherly) response.

PERHAPS NOWHERE have we noticed the , two-way 
aspect of parent-child relations more than at 13 years. 

Chiefly we notice it in relation to the characteristic 
withdrawal of the 13-year-eld. Thirteen ‘is, more than any 
other age in adolescence, a time when the boy or girl likes 
to be by himself. “I like the feeling of being alone,” he 
tells us. And his actions bear out his words—since he with- 
draws from the family scene both emotionally and physi- 
cally—whenever he can do so. 

But the interesting thing is that when we talk to him 
about his parents, especially about his father, he seems to 
think that his father is withdrawing from him. “He's 
always busy,” 
not around much, and when he is he’s too tired”; “He 
works so hard he never has time for me”; “He works all 
the time.”
